Mitchell Keeps Gym 
In Tip-Top Shape 

Behind the scenes of the well- 
kept UTJC gym is the story of 
L. C. Mitchell, gym caretaker and 
college electrician. 

At first appearance. Mr Mitch¬ 
ell impresses you as a nice fella 
with a friendly manner and a 
good sense of humor. 

He is a member of the UTJC 
maintenance staff, and his duties 
are to keep the gym in top condi 
tion as well as electrical facilities 
at the college. 

Hehas been employed at the 
college for 10 years now, and 
when asked why he has stayed so 
long, he grinned and replied, 
can't make enough to get away." 

Mr. Mitchell lives in Martin with 
his wife and two growing boys, 
eight and seven years old, but he 
formerly lived in Greenfield where 
he graduated from high school.
